The Hon. Frederick R Coudert, the eminent lawyer and jurist of New York, 
who represented the United States in the Bearing ilea Commission, in an interview 
Save his views of tbe disposition of the Philippines as follows: 

"The United States has the right to either hold the Philippines for indemnity 
or keep tbem altogether as part of her territory, just aa Germany took Alsace 
Lorraine in the Franco-Prussian War. We may keep possession of them until 
hostilities are ended, and then their disposition will be one of the factors in the 
og of peace. 

"We would, of course, have to respect the vested rights of other Nations in 
the Islands, if they have any. These rights would include coaling stations, liens or 
mortgages on custom-houses and claims of that nature. Spain cannot give us 
more than she owns. If we can find sufficient indemnity nearer home, for instance 
in Cuba, we would possibly content ourselves with holding the Philippines during 
hostilities for use as a military or naval base, but if adequate indemnity could not 
be procured in this hemisphere, then we would hold Manila until Spain paid 
Some arrangement would be Bade whereby we would keep possession for a cei 
number of years, while Spain was paying the installments of the indemnity. This 
is all a matter of contract and agreement between Nations. 

"In regard to the selling or transfer of the Islands to another power by the 
United States, that could not be done until we had a valid title to tbe Islands, which 
can be ootained only by a treaty of peace with Spain, in which she cedes the Islands 
to us. Otherwise we would be selling a disputed title, and the country that pur- 
chased it would have to reckon with Spain. The law is the same among Nations In 
this respect as among private persons. This law was observed between France and 
la in 1859, when Piedmont was turned over by Austria to France, and by 
:e banded over to King Victor Emanuel. The theory of modern times is that 
a principality or province should not be turned over to another Nation without tbe 
consent of its people, and a plebiscite is usually held, as in the case of Nice and 
Savoy. 

"Once having secured title from Spain, however, by a treaty of peace, there 
could be no legal international objection te our disposing of tbe Islands, either by 
ceding or selling them te any Nation we chose or by offering them to the highest 
bidder, but such a proceeding would cause jealousy and bad feeling among the

The Vickxburg ar.d 
Morrill in the heat of the chase and 
their contempt lor Spanish gunm 
walked into the tr;ii> that had bet n 
lor them. Had the Spaniards possess** 
th^ir souls in patience but five minutei 
longer not even the bad gun rrnctiet 
would have saved our ships, and Sun 
dsy morning two more of our ves- 
sels would lie at the bottom withh 
two lengths of the wreck of the ill 
starred Maine. 

Friday evening the Vicksburg an< 
the Morrill, cruising to the west o 
Morro Castle, were fired uron by thi 
big guns of the Cojimar untu-rie,. i \\ ■ 
shots were tired at the Vicksburg a i< 
one at the Morrill, lloth fell short 
and both vessels, without returning 
the fire. sU-umed out of ringe. It 
wonld have beun folly to have done 
otherwise. Hut Saturday morning tii< 
Spaniards had better luck. Th 
schooner thev had sent out before day 
light run oil' to the eastward, bttggini 
the shore with the wind on her star 
board <iuartcr. About three miles ensi 
of the entrance of the harbor she cam. 
Over on the port tack. A light hnzt 
fringed the horizon and she WH not 
discovered until three miles off shore, 
when the Mayflower made her out am: 
signalled the Morrill and Vicksburg. 

Capt. Smith, of the Morrill, and Com- 
mander Lilly, of the Vicksburg, imme- 
diately slapped on all steam and start- 
ed in pursuit. 

The schooner instantly put about 
and ran for Morro Castle before tbt 
wind. On doing so she would, accord- 
ing to the well conceived Spanish plot, 
lead the two American war ships di- 
rectly under the guns of the Santa 
Clara batteries. These works are a 
short mile east of Morro, and are a 
part Of the defense of the harbor. 
There are two batteries, one at the 
shore, which has been recently 
thrown up, of sand and mortar with 
wide embrasures for eight-inch guns 
and the other on the mat ol 
the rocky eminence which juts out Into 
the water of the gulf at the poiut. 
The upper battery mounts modern 10- 
inch and 12-iueh Krupp guns behind a 
six-foot stone parapet in front of which 
are 20 feet of earthwork and a belting 
of railroad iron. This battery is con- 
sidered the most formidable of Ha- 
vana's defenses except Morro cas ie. 
It is masked and has not been abso- 
lutely located by the American war- 
ships. It is probably due to the fact 
that the Spaniards did not desire tc 
expose the position that the Vicksburg 
and Morrill are now atloaL The Mor- 
rill and Vicksburg were o miles from the 
schooner when the chase began. Thev 
steamer at her full speed, the Morrill 
leading until within a mile and a halt 
of the Santa Clara batteries. Com- 
mander Smith, of the Vicksbnrg, was 
the first to realise the danger int.. 
which the reckless pursuit had led 
them He concluded it was time to 
haul off and sent a shot across the 
bow of the schooner. The Spanish 
skipper instantly brought his vessel 
about, but while she was still rolling 
in the trough of the sea with her sails 
flapping, an eight-ineh shrapnel shell 
came hurling through the air from 
the water battery a mite and a 
half away. It paassed over the 
Morrill between the pilot house and 
the smoke stack and exploded less than 
SO feet on the port quarter. The small 
shot rattled against her sidea It was 
a close call. Two more shots followed 
In quick succession, both Shrapnel. 
One burst close under the star-board 
quarter, tilling the engine room with 
the smoke of the explosion of the 
snail and the other, like the 
first, passed over and explod- 
ed Just beyond. The Spsnlsh 
gunners had the range and their time 
fuse* were accurately set. The crews 
of both ships were at their guns. 
Lieut Craig, who was in charge of the 
now four-inch rapid-fire gun of the 
Morrill, naked for and obtained per- 
mission to return the fire. At the first 
shot the Vicksburg, which was in the 
wake of tt*8 Morrill, slightly inshore, 
sheered off and passed to windward 
under the Morrill's stern. 

In the meantime Capt. Smith also 
put his helm to port, and was none too 
soon for, a* the Morrill stood off, a 
solid eight-inch shot graced her star- 
board quarter and kicked up tons o?

The 
Spaniards continued to fire shot and 
shell for 30 minutes, but the shots 
were ineffective. Some of them were 
so wild that they aroused the Amer- 
ican Jackice to jeers. The Spaniards 
onlv ceased firing when the Morrill 
and Vicksburg were completely out of 

If All the Spanish gunners had been 
suffering from strabismus their prac- 
tice could not have been worse. 

Hut the officers of both the Morrill 
and Vicksburg frankly admit their own 
recklessness and the narrow escape of 
their vessels from destruction. They 
are firmly convinced that the pursuit 
of the schooner was a neatly planned 
trick which ulmost proved successful 

If any of the shots had struck the 
thin skin of either vessel, It would 
have offered no more resistance than 
a piece of paper to a rifle ball. 

The accurate ran ire of the first shots 
is accounted for by the fact that the 
Spanish officers had ample time tc 
make observations. The bearings of 
the two vessels were probably taken 
with a range finder at the Santa 
Clara battery, and as this battery 
is probably connected by wire with 
Morro they were enabled to take bear- 
ings from both points, and by labori- 
ous calculations they fixed the posi- 
tions of the vessels pretty accurately. 
With such opportunity for observation 
it would have been no great trick for 



As soon as the ships sheered off after 
the first fire the Spanish gunners lost 
the range and their practice became 
ludicrous. If they had waited five 
minutes longer before opening fire 
Capt. Smith says it would have been 
well nigh impossible to have missed 
the target 

Later in the day the Morrill capti 
ed the Spanish schooner Espana. bound 
for Havana, and towed the prize to 
Key West 

On Friday the French school ship 
Euliourdieu, carrying 80 guns in all, 
entered the harbor of Havana, 
was stopped by the Morrill, and 
salutes were fired by the Annapolis 
before she showed her flag.
